| commission has remained inactive 
‘In the face of the ever increasing 
growth of the German illegal mili- 
tary bands is accounted for in, part 
iby the account of German efforts 
_to sabotage its work, which the 
‘writer has just received from un- 
‘impeachable source. There can be 
|no question that the milltary bands 
being formed in Germany vtolate 
ithe provisions of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles and there is.no question that 
‘the Governments of the allies are 
‘fully informed. 

| It may well be asked why the 
Entente Powers do not act to pre- 
vent the systematic violation of an 
\{mportant provision of the treaty. 
/The truth is that even before the 
'occupation of the Ruhr by the 
French and Belgians, the disarma- 
ment commission's activities were 
'g0 hampered that they had prac- 
tically ceased. The German sys- 
tem of sabotage has been so per- 
fected that it was able to place an 
|invisible barrier before every at- 
_tempt at inspection. 

How Inspections Are Made. 

The inspections by the commis- 
sion must always be made in the 
presence of a German officer ap- 
pointed by Reichswehr officials for 
‘the purpose. But when such an in- 
spector starts with the ailies’ rep- 
resentative to inspect a certain 
factory, and learns what factory is 
to be inspected, he begs permission 
to “telephone his wife” or offers 
some similar excuse for absenting 
himself for a few seconds, and on 
ithe comrnission’'s arrival at the fac- 
tory, it invariably finds traces of 
the extensive removai of stock and 
indications that something has 
hurriedly been hidéen 

In one instance, the period of 
warting was insufficient and the 
inspectors on their arrival at a fac- 
tory found heavy cannon.in proc- 
@ss of mamufacture being hustled 
into ‘hiding. 

In another instance the British 
‘{nspector in a provinctal Reichs- 
wehr headquarters found a large 
mass of documents which he sus- 
‘pected were records of hidden 
arms.

Direct obstruction has been fre- 
'quent in Bavaria during the last 
'18 months. This may be one rea- 
son why Bavaria is so well sup- 
plied with arms and why Dictator 
von Kahr has a military superior- 
ity over all the rest of the German 
|Retch. Certainly small arms are 
plentiful. Both the right and left 
parties have their depots there. 

In the early months of the Ruhr 
occupation, there was organized 
the “interfactional weapon depots,” 
which stored weapons that were 
the common property of both par- 
ties for use in a common cause, 
such, for instance, as a movement 
against the French. The dealers 
of both parties had keys to the de- 
pots and made regular inspections, 
but recently as inspector for the 
parties of the left discovered in 
several of the depots that while 
the guns were there, somebody had 
mysterious!y removed an important 
part from each weapon. ! 

It may be said’ that Germany | 
now has a standing army, legal 
and illegai, amounting to 600,000 
men, or nearly as many as are in 
the French army. Of this number 
the Reichewehr and the best ille- 
gal organizations comprise 300,000 
well-trained soldiers. The others 
are more or less poorly organized, 
but are capable of speed mobiliza- , 
tion. 


’ 
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Danger of the Forces. 

This does not mean that the Ger- 
man force is an international dan- 
ger. In a limited military sense, it 
could not make war against the 
splendidly equipped French army 
The danger is that it will seize Ger 
many ang recreate the war spirit 
and technique for a new struggle 
years hence. 

Germany's epiritual disarmament, 
which ultimately is more {mportan’ 
than the material, was really in a 
fair way to being accomplished 
after the revolution, but the pacific 
spirit was strangled by the impos- 
sible economic conditions created 
by the treaty of Versailles. 

It is believed by some Germans 
that the French disarmament con- 
commission Celiberately wink- 
ed at the hidden arms in Bavaria 
seeking in this way to stimulate 
separatism. Thev also believe that 
France perhaps welcomes the ex- 
istence of the illegal military or- 
genizations, because they give her 
an excuse for active intervention 
whenever she chooses. 

The Council of Ambassadors 
within the last fortnight has made 
a gesture of resuming the activities 
of the disarmament commission, 
but it ts difficult to see what can 
now be done. Universal German 
sabotage is almost insuperable. 
Chancelior Stresemann himself 
could not disarm the illegal bands 
if he would. A civilfan comrnais- 
sioner certainly cannot. It would 
appear that only an outside mili- 
tary force could.

tion of the early days of my acquaint-

It was this 
vanity which } found was the cause of the 
amazing scene on the Nile, only briefly out- 
lined at the trial—and the details of which I 
will give later—when clad only in black silk 
pajamas he chased in a motor boat and 
thrashed till they shrieked for mercy some 
native sailors who had roused his anger. 

But I am concerned now with those early 
days in which, as I have stated, the Iindica- 
tions of what proved to be conceit, sans 
bornes, seemed little more than the amusing 
weakness of a youth, 


The Fatefal Meeting. 


It was in January, 1922, some time before 
I was destined reaHy to make the acquaint- 
ance of Fahmy, that I saw him at Cairo. 
When I was on a visit there a magnificent in- 
dividual who proved to be this Very man 
sought to be introduced to me. Characteris- 
tically he said to one of his friends who knew 
me: “Tell her I _ will give a fete Veniti- 
enne on my yacht in her honor.’’ Naturally I 
felt intrigued at the thought of such a per- 
sonality, but somehow or other I felt that it 
was better to refuse. ; 

At Paris in May I met him in such places 
as the Chauteau de Madrid and Au Pre Cate- 
lain. Soon I became conscious that I could

yearningly upon me. Again and again he 
sought an introduction to me, but always 
failed. 

I went to spend part of July at Deauville 
with a large party of friends, and while there 
became acquainted with an exceedingly 
charming woman living in Morocco with her 
husband.

to Paris. 

One day, toward the end of July, this lady 
telephoned to me, saying: “I have a friend 
who absolutely must make your acquaintance.

Mystified, I agreed to a rendez- 
yous for tea in the lounge of the Majestic 
Hotel on the 380th.

It was an enchanting dag. Ali proposed 
going to the Chateau de Madrid, and I agreed. 
Then as we walked to the door came perhaps

may be the first sign of 
hookworm disease. 

Ground-itch is caused by infec- 
tion with the larvae of the hook- 
worm. Persons walking about 
barefooted in wet places, when the 
soil is contaminated with the feces 
of hookworm victims, may have 
the toes and ankles attacked. 

Since children are more likely 
to go about in bare feet, they are 
more likely than adults to be af- 
flicted. Miners and gardeners who 
get their bare hands into the dirt 
may pick up this trouble.

A 10 
per cent solution of nitrate of sil- 
ver may be painted on the affected 
parts.
